Obregon’s Nephew, Foiled 
In Toral Attack, Ends Life 


Attempts to Shoot Uncle’s Slayer in Cell, 


Stop Him—Returns Home and Kills Himself. 
Held Mentally Unbalanced. 


Mexico City, Nov. 13 (A.P.).—Foiled 
in an attempt to kill Jose de Leon 
Toral in revenge for the assassination 
of his uncle, Capt. Jesus Obregon to- 
nigh* returned to his home here and 
committed suicide. He had been dis- 
armed when he drew a pistol at the 
door of the cell in which the con- 
victed slayer of Gen. Alvaro Obregon, 
president-elect of Mexico, is confined 

Capt. Obregon, who was 26 years 
old, had gained admission to the peni- 
tentiary shortly after noon. A visitor 
who was talking with a guard near 
the cell of Tora! noticed Obregon’s 
agitation as he approached the cell 
door. When he drew his pistol both 
grappled with him and wrested away 
the weapon before he could fire. 

Capt. Obregon was not detained by 
the penitentiary officials, who at ‘irst 
refused to make known his identity. 
He returned to his home in this city 
and a few hours later shot himself 
in the chest with a pistol. He died 
soon afterward 

Acquaintances of Capt. Obregon said 
that his conduct was sometimes er- 


Iratic, His father. is-Gen.-Jose Obre-, 


gon, a brother of the slain president- 
elect. 

Leon Toral on July 17 entered a 
banquet hall in a suburb of Mexico 
City and on the pretext of showing 
Gen. Obregon cartoons which he had 
drawn fired several shots nto nis 
body. He recentiy was brought to trial 
and, after scenes which showed the 
intensity of feeling against him, was 
convicted and sentenced to execution 
by a firing squad 

His attorneys have appealed to the 
Superior court on the ground that 
Mexican law does not provide the 
death penalty for political crimes, such 
as they assert Toral’s to be. Pending 
determination of the appeal, Toral has 
been held in prison.

Captain Is Amazed 
At Pair’s Bravery 


Cummings Calls Them the 
Pluckiest He Ever Met, in 


Story of Rescues. 

New York, Nov. 13 (A.P.).—A _ terse 
description of the rescue work ‘per- 
formed by the American Shipper at 
the scene of the sinking of the liner 
Vestris was radioed tonight by Capt. 
Cummings, of the rescue ship. In his 
message, picked up by the Radio Marine 
station of the Western Union Telegraph 
Co. at Chatham. Mass., Capt. Cumminys 
paid tribute to the pluck of a man and 
woman who were rescued after float- 
ing in the rough sea for eighteen hours. 
The text of the message was: 

“Arrived radio position Vestris at 10:30 
p. m., started search. Cruised about un- 
til 3:40 a. m., when first flare sighted. 
4:05 a. m, first boat alongside. Rescued 
five boats, all aboard. At 7:30 steamed 
through wreckage, found man and 
woman in water. Launched boat and 
picked up two pluckiest people, ever 
met; eighteen hours in water Steamed 
through and through wreckage, seeking 
further survivors, until noon. Proceeded 
New York, leaving several naval vessels 


at scene of disaster. CUMMINGS.”

Ship’s Agents Udopeful. 
Renewed hope that the additional 
survivors of the vessel already had been 
picked up was expressed at the Lame 
port & Holt Line offices last night 
when the owners received information 
that four ships, not equipped with 
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Wireless, were on the scene of the 
wreck. The owners said it was be- 
Meved likely that these boats may have 
Picked up some of the paseengers and 
crew who had not been accounted for. 
One of the four ships was said to be 
under American registry, and the three 
others were from South American ports. 

Among the rescue ships steaming to- 
ward port was the French tanker 
Myriam, which sent a message that it 
had on board 64 survivors of the 
Vestris, eleven more than previously 
had been reported. 

Indications that the number of those 
aull unaccounted for tight be trag- 
ically reduced came from reports of the 
recovery of the bodies. Radio reports 
to the Navy Department from the bat- 
tleship Wyoming said that Coast Guard 
destroyers had picked up ten bodies. 


U. S. Ships to Remain. 


The Navy Department last night or- 
Gered the battleship Wyominy to re- 
main in the vicinity of the disaster of 
the steamship Vestris and to continue 
the search for survivors and bodles.

Feared 100 Are Lost. 


New York, Nov. 13 (U.P.).—The sea 
that claimed the Lamport & Holt liner 
Vestris has taken with the ship a quota 
of human life which tonight. {t was 
feared, might run far over 100. 

All night Monday and Tuesday a 
dozen rescue ships patrolled the scene 
where the liner foundered. By night- 
fall tonight they had taken from: the 
filfisy lifeboats and rafts and from 
the water 208 of the 339 persons who 
on Saturday left New York as passen- 
gers and crew of the steamship. 

But 131 others remained unaccounted 
for, and as the darkness of Tuesday 
night spread over the still tossing sea, 
hope of saving those still unacounted 
for could be based on little more than 
faith that a miracle might be per- 
formed. 

Agents of the Vestris’ owners here 
tonight said they still thought it pos-

Grim Picture Drawn.

off the Virginia coast, where the lner 
ended its final trip. 

Already the Hamburg-Ameérican liner 
Berlin with 23 of the survivors aboard 
and the American merchant ‘iner 
American Shipper with 37 surviving 
passengers and 87 survivors from the 
crew, had reported they were proceed- 
ing toward New York, where both will 
arrive Wednesday morning. The French 
tanker Myriam, carrying Capt. W. J.

There remained, keeping grim watch 
over the seas, their signal lights flash- 
ing and their searchlights reaching out 
like great fingers over the water, the 
battleship Wyoming and the rugged 
destroyers Manning, Mascoutin, Modoc, 
Davis and Tucker.

Ships at Fatal Scene. 


It was after dark Monday night when 
the first of the rescue fleet came up 
to the position which Capt. Carey and 
Mike O’Laughlin, his Irish radio oper- 
ator, had given not long before the 
Vestris was abandoned. 

The steamship San Juan was the 
first to arrive. Then came the others, 
the Santa Barbara, the Ohio Maru, the 
American Shipper, the destroyer Davis, 
the tanker Myriam, th? liner Berlin 
and finally the great hulk of the bat- 
tleship Wyoming. 

Lookouts were perched high in the 
rigging. and anxious officers paced 
their bridges, straining for the cry 
from the lookouts that would tell of a 
lifeboat being sighted. 

The searchlighte swept far and wide 
over the waters. 

There was the blinking of signal 
lights, now and then the sharp, warn- 
ing note of a whistle, and always the 
snarl of the breaking waters beating 
the bows of the searching ships, but 
midnight passed and all the word the 
radio brought was the news that first 
one ship and then another had ar- 
rived and found nothing. 

Then, at 2:25 a. m. Tuesday, a lookout 
aboard the American Shipper saw far 
on the horizon the fiery arch of a 
rocket shooting across the skies and the 
flame of a signal flare. The Shipper 
flashed by signal and py radio the word 
that a flare had been sighted to the 
other ships of the fleet and plowed 
ahead. Long before daylight it had 
drawn the first and then a second life- 
boat alongside and strong-armed sail- 
Ors had lifted over the rail the first 
of the Vestris survivors to be rescued. 

As dawn broke, with the gray’ but 
welcome light in the place of inky 
darkness pierced only by the long 
beams of signals and of searchlights 
the rescue was well under way 

Capt. Carey and 52 passengers and 
crew weré pulled aboard the tanker 
Myriam. 

The Berlin picked up a lifeboat with 
23 passengers and crew safe with it. 

The steamship Sunecow passed some 
50 miles away. 

“Do you need help?” 
radio. 


it asked by 


“Come On and Help.” 


“Come on,” was the typical seaman’s 
answer which flashed back from the 
tanker Myriam. “More boats to pick 
up.” 

So on came the Sunecow, ready to 
help as long as there was more work 
to do. 

The great, gray Wyoming nosed her 
way through the troubled waters. 
by one during the morning this fight- 
ing. ship picked eight men and women 
from the sea—men and women who 
had been floating for hours sustained 
only by thelr fragile lifebelts. 

All day long the rescue fleet patrolled 
back and forth over a radius of 100 
miles from the last position given by 
the Vestris. They found wreckage; 
they found floating lifebelts—empty;: 
one ship reported finding an overturned 
lifeboat. But after midday none fre- 
ported finding human lifé. 

By night it was believed that all of 
the boats which put off from the Ves- 
tris Monday when Capt. Carey gave 
the order to abandon ship, had been 
accounted for excepting one Iliferaft 
and one small boat, Through the 
night the vigil for these missing craft 
—slimsy toys tossing atop a nasty sea 
—was kept, in the hope that they 
might be found and that on them 
would be found still safe those who 
trusted their lives to them on Monday. 
But with each hour the hopé grew less. 

Caring for the Survivors. 


While the search at sea went on 
through the day and night, there were 
busy scenes in the cabins of the rescue 
Ships. where the survivors were being 
care for Many of the less hardy 
among those saved. were suffering 
severely from cold, from exposure to 
the wind, from drenching by the salty 
water, and many from shock.

Coast Guard Boats Ordered 
to Recover Vestris Dead 
From Sea. 


AIRSHIP NOT TO BE SENT 


(United Press.) 


Bodies have been sighted floating 
near the scene of the sinking of the 
Lamport & Holt South American 
liner Vestris, the chief officer of that 
vessel, how on board the rescue ship 
American Shipper, notified the Navy 
and Coast Guard by radio yesterday. 

Vice Admiral M. M. Taylor; on board 
the Navy battleship Wyoming, reported 
that eight boats and one life raft left 
the Vestris and that one boat and the 
life raft capsized. 

All of the people in the lifeboats, 
with the exception of the one which 
capsized, were rescued, the message 
from the Amertean Shipper said. 

Acting on this information and upon 
advices from Admiral Taylor, the Navy 
decided against dispatching the dir- 
igible Los Angeles to join in the search 

Coast Guard destroyers and cutters, 
now at the scene of the tragedy, have 
been instructed to recover the floating 
bodies.

They 
had drifted all night long, waiting for 
rescue, unable to help themselves, yet 
kept from sinking by the rings which 
were strapped about them. 


Suffering in the Boats. 


In the lifeboats there had been 
suffering from cold and from drench- 
ing from the breakint waves and the 
fiying spray. But strong-armed sailors 
and clear-headed officers had fought 
off the elements. Some of the sailors 
came aboard rescue ships with arms 
swollen and hands torn from their 
tugging at the oars, 

While the sea was piling heavy with 
the drama of life and death, on shore 
a dozen agencies were at work to give 
what help they could. 

The Radio Corporation of America, 
through the radio marine, kept opera- 
tors constantly on watch, expediting 
messages. In navy stations other 
operators handled the dispatches back 
and forth among the Navy ships. 

In Washington, Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur offered the services of 
the dirigibleé Los Angeles, and at Lake- 
hurst, N. J., Commander Charles 
Rosendah! called upon his men to

Cummings, First to Reach. 
Vestris’ Lifeboats, Praised 


Shipping Board Resolution Voices Pride in Commander, 


Once Cited by Congress 


for Rescue Work—Life 


at Sea Began as Runaway, Out to See World.

(Associated Press.) 

The Shipping Board adopted a reso- 
lution yesterday expressing apprecia- 
tion and pride in the courage and 
skill displayed by Capt. Schuyler F. 
Cummings and the officers and crew 
of the American Shipper in the rescue 
of 123 persons from the wrecked steam- 
er Vestris off the Virginia Capes. 

The life-saving feat of Capt. Cum- 
mings, whose vessel was the first to 
reach the scene of the sinking of the 
Vestris, however, was not his first fes- 
cue at sea for which he has received 
commendation. In 1925 he performed 
a rescue for which he was cited last 
year in a congressional report by the 
House committee on commerce, 

On November 2, 1925, Capt. Cum- 
mings, new master of the American 
Shipper, received distress calls from the 
Holland-American steamshi Andijk, 
bound for Rotterdam. The Andijk had 
encountered a gale which had washed 
away her wheelhouse and bridge. Her 
lifeboats had been battered to pleces 
and her emergehcy compasses were 
wrecked. 

Capt. Cummings went to the assist- 
ance of the Andijk and towed her to 
the Azores Islands, a distance of 370 
miles. This rescue the committee called 
“a splendid piece of efficient seamanship 
and navigation on the part of the 
master of the steamship American 
Shipper.” 

Capt. Cummings’ home’ is in New 
York Only 37 yeats old, he has been 
master of the American Shipper since 
1922. The American Shipper is one of 
the few United States Shipping Board 
vessels which is mannéd by 4n all- 
American crew. 

Chairman T. V. O’Connor, of the 
Shipping Board, wirelesseg to Capt, 
Cummings as follows: 

“Following resolution of Shipping 
Board today I beg to congratulate you 
most heartily upon the gallant serv- 
ices of the all-American crew of the 
American Shipper, who, under your di- 
rection, effected heroic resque Of sur- 
vivors from the Vestris. Particularly

Text of Gov. Smith’s Talk 
Pointing Way for Future 


Declares 14,500,000 Vote in Election Shows Democracy 
Is Still Great Party of Liberals—Urges Organi- 
zation Now to Meet Next Contest. 


(Associated Press.) 

The tert of Gov. Alfred E. Smith's 
radio address last night, as reported by 
Associated Press stenographers,- was 
as follows: 


“Now that the dust and smoke of 
battle have cleared away, 1 am grateful 
for the privilege extended to me by the 
Democratic national committee of 
speaking to millions of my fellow citi- 
zens and of presenting to them some 
reflections of the campaign just ended. 

“The Democratic party is the oldest 
political organization in the United 
States. So well defined are the doc- 
trines and the principles upon which it 
is founded that it has survived defeat 
after’-defeat. In the 65 years that have 
passed since the Civil War, only two 
Presidents were elected on the Demo- 
cratic ticket. 

“No political organization otherwise 
founded would have been able during 
all these years to maintain an appeal 
to the people trought to the polls on 
last election day. Fourteen and a haif 
millions of voters subscribing once 
more to its platform and renewing their 
pledges to the principles which it has 
upheld throughout its long history.

THE VESTRIS. 

The cause of the sinking of the steamer 
Vestris is a mystery. Bound from New York 
to South American ports, steaming along ap- 
parently in safety through a storm that was 
buffeting all shipping, the Vestris reported 
that she had been severely hammered by the 
waves but that she needed no assistance. 
Later a dramatic SOS was hurled into the 
ether; the Vestris was in grave danger, and 
her master called upon all other vessels to 
speed to her assistance, 

What happened has vot yet been disciosed. 
The Vestris developed a bad list to starboard 
and shortly after noon, on Monday, she was 
abandoned. That night the first of the fieet 
of rescue *essels reached the scene of the 
disaster, only to radio to the waiting world 
that the sea was deserted. It was not uutil 
yesterday morning that the first of the sur- 
vivors were rescued from water-soaked life- 
boats. Many have been saved, but maay still 
are missing. How great the casualty list will 
be has not yet been ascertained. It is feared, 
however, that the loss of life will be. very 
large, as the lifeboats could not all be 
launched, and the rough sea may . have 
swamped some of the boats. 

True to the tradition of his calling, 
radio operator was the last off the stricken 
vessel. He played a heroic part. While the 
water rose steadily toward his compartment 
he stuck to his key, calling for help. When 
the apparatus was put out of commission by 
flooding he rigged up the emergency apparatus, 
and when finally he was silenced the world 
knew that the Vestris was doomed. 

Some time today the first survivors will 
reach port. The world awaits their story of 
peril, exposure and timely rescue,

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The wear and tear of neighborhoods, the run- 
ning down of iocalities, the changes of family 
fortunes, all tend to sweep the city dweller 
out into the suburbs, with little concern 
whether his new location ts or is not within 
the legal limits of the city. It is usually near 
enough to satisfy all needs and conveniences, 
with a liberal dash of desirable rural retire- 
ment. 

As the spreading-out process goes on, a city 
witnesses the degradations of once proud ave- 
nues and streets. The heart is being eaten 
out of some cities, with the suburban fringe 
growing into an ‘enlarging mileage of resi- 
dences whose owners pay taxes to other juris- 
dictions. This shifting tendency goes back to 
ancient times, when there 
and the more prosperous outside 
walls in open spaces, but close enough for 
business and for security in times of peril. 

Washington is spreading out far beyond the 
borders of the District. but with no such con- 
ditions as those of which Philadelphia is com- 
plaining. Along with this city’s suburban 
growth is a growing exhaustion of choice resi- 
dence locations in the District, with consequent 
rise of values, to the satisfaction of home 
owners and the credit of the city. But Wash- 
ington can sympathize with its sister cities, 
and deplores the fact that it is unable to corral] 
within its own fold all those who are properly 
citizens of the Capital. 
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NAVAL POLICY. 

The statement of the naval policy of 
the United States as formulated by the 
general board is supported by the people 
as well as by the present and the incom- 
ing administrations. 
settled purpose of this Nation. “The 
fundamental naval policy of the United 
States,” says the general board, “is that 
its Navy shaJl be maintained in suffi- 
cient strength to support United States 


policies and commerce, and to guard its 


continental and overseas possessions.” 
The size of the Navy will be in 
cordance with treaty engagements.

This formal statement policy 
lows the illuminating address of Presi- 
dent Coolidge on Armistice Day. ‘Taken 
together, these official utterances make 
plain the settled purposes of the Gov- 
ernment, and inasmuch as these pur- 
poses are those of the people of 
United States it may be confidently as- 
sumed that Congress will adopt the policy 
and program. The first action by Con- 
gress is expected to be the enactment 
of a pending bill providing for

No competition with foreign naval! 


powers is involved in this policy and pro- 


gram. The needs of the United States 
are the sole measure of the steps that 
are to be taken to bring up cruiser 
strength, to maintain capital 
strength, to increase the efficiency of 
the naval air force, and to render the mer- 
chant marine a serviceable auxiliary of 
the Navy. All these plans are within the 
scope of treaty stipulations. 

There is hope that the powers will 
agree to limitations of naval strength. 
The United States stands ready to make 
such an agreement. But it should be 
borne in mind that the normal defensive 
needs of the United States will not be 
affected by any limitation agreement. 
This Nation will still be obliged to main- 
tain its Navy “in sufficient strength to 
support United States policies and com- 
merce, and to guard its continental and 
overseas possessions.” Other powers will 
maintain navies according to their needs. 
Whether another limitation agreement be 
reached or not, the United States will 
need the cruisers, aircraft carriers, and 
other ships that the general board has 
planned. With all the new vessels in 
commission the United States Navy will 
still be inferior to the British navy in 
cruiser strength; so that the pacifist cry 
against new American cruisers is entire- 
ly without fairness or common sense. The 


true American note is sounded by such 


men as President Coolidge, Gen. Pershing 
and the national commander of the 
American Legion. 


TRYING TO. BOOST GAS RATES. 


The Washington Gas Light Co. valuation 
proceedings seem to have developed into a 
game of outestimating the other fellow. The 
company asserts that the valuation upon which 
present rates are based, approximately $17.- 
000,000, is far too low, and it has presented 
expert witnesses to testify that it should be 
boosted by at least $10,000,000. The experts, 
however, do not agree upon the figure. The 
company engineer, Ralph O. Luqueer, fixes 
upon a value slightly in excess of $27,000,000. 
William V. Burnell, appraisal manager for 
Stone & Webster, of Boston, also testifying for 
the company, fixes the figure at approximately 
$29,750,000. Each expert has made only a 
minor deduction for depreciation, and each 
has included a sizable figure for “going con- 
cern value.” 

The Public Utilities Comniission has not 
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yet spoken. It, too, has employed experts to 
evaluate the properties. No doubt their ap- 
praisals will be much lower than those of the 
company engineers. It is certain that a de- 
termined attack will be made against the 
“soing concern” figure, with the commission 
contending that due allowance has been made 
for “going concern value” in each item put in 
to make up the high totaly; and that to.add a 
lump sum would be equivalent to counting the 
same figure twice. 

The object of revaluation is, of course, to 
raise the rate to be charged for gas. If the 
company succeeds in having tts valuation 
raised, gas rates will be increased. If, how- 
ever, the commission succeeds in keeping the 
valuation close to its present figure there will 
be no change in rates. The public, therefore, 
is following the proceedings with the most in- 
tense interest. The gas company Is unusually 
prosperous and the public does not believe 
that gas rates in Washington should be raised. 
By making absurdly high appraisals the com- 
pany’s expert witnesses have convinced the 
public’ that the Public Utility Commission 
must be doubly vigilant if the public is not to 
be squeezed.

different attitudes toward women in industry 
as a part of the system of semisegrega- 
which made up a part of the.conventional 
regime until the present century, and in re- 
action against the hardships which the factory 
system brought upon them. All this is altered 
except the fact that women’s labor is intrinsic 
in the crafts today as much as it was several 
ago. Nor is there much that is 
enigmatical as to women’s place in craft in- 
dustry. Industrial development has been 
working this out through the creation of highly 
technical operations in place of what were 
formerly kinds of manual labor. With the 
development of mechanized working processes, 
and the multiplication of operations that draft 
slightly upon effort, but call for carefulness, 
attention to detail, alertness and manual ‘skill, 
women Jave shown themselves to be particu- 
larly expert. 

Such questions as center about night labor 
are subordinate to the fact that the-:field of 
employment has now become so wide that the 
range of choice tends to relieve the craft 
woman from mere drudgery, day or night. 
Most of the crafts do not involve night work. 
No omnibus law can be enacted to cover the 
parts of the 24 hours most suitable for women 
to be employed. The craft woman here and 
there is finding her way into employments 
which work on shifts, and the question of night 
work necessarily arises. -In most cases the 
shifts may be arranged to afford women day 
work where the home ties or other considera- 
tions dictate, and this should be required. 
There is, however, scriptural homage paid a 
woman worker, of whom it is said that “her 
candle goeth not out by night.” 

Questions of. shifts and of types of employ- 
ment most suitable, for women will presently 
give way before the multiplication of industrial 
operations which they are preeminently suited 
to perform. .As these operations are all semi- 
automatic, the old contest between the 
“skilled” craftsman and the ‘unskilled’ 
woman worker loses much of its point. In- 
dustry is rapidly . becoming highly specialized 
so that it becomes only a matter of selection 
among the myriad operations as to the par- 
ticular suitability for the female worker. At 
the same time these operations in respect to 
environment, conditions and hours of labor, 
wages paid and the kinds of labor, are averag- 
ing up in standard.
